T!ic  MissiouaritM  of  the 
Church  Miiwonarv  Society  com- 
meuced  tlieir  labors  at  tlie  Sta- 
tuins  in  tluA  extensive  Islatul  in 
1818.  At  the  last  dates,  little 
uiure  had  been  done  than  to  lay 
x'nt  foundation  for  future  uso' 
fulness. 

k'andif ;  the  capital  of  the 
former  Auininious  of  the  king  of 
kaiuly — about  80  miles  east- 
iKirtli-east  of  C'olojnbo,  and  a.- 
bmt  Riidway  between  the  east¬ 
ern  and  west/:rn  shores  of  the 
bland.  All  the  other  Alission- 
ary  Stations  lie  on  or  near  the 
coast. 

Mr.  Samuel  Lantbrick  is  as¬ 
siduously  engaged  in  the  dilfi- 
calt  task  of  learning  the  Cinga¬ 
lese  language.  He  has  been 
Ter?  successful  in  securing  the 
fsteein  aud  confidence  of  the 
heathen  around  him.  He  has 
opened  a  school  for  tlje  instruc¬ 
tion  of  native  children,  and  is 
prejiaring  the  way  te  sow  that 
*eed,  which  bears  fruit  to  eter¬ 
nal  life. 

Gnlle  ;  in  the  south -west cor r 
tier  of  tire  Island,  and  ranks 
next  ill  trade  to  Colombo,  the 
capital,  from  which  it  is  about 
75  miles  south. 

Mr.  Mayor  writes  tlius  con¬ 
cerning  the  sphere  of  his  labors. 

“'I'iiere  is  abundant  work  for, 
at  least,  ten  xealous  and  self- 
denying  Missionaries,  aud  five 
Veil  (|ualitied  tSchoolniasterii.” 


I'iiere  are  3,0tM)  MahomedaiiH 
in  Galle,  who  s|H‘ak  Malabar. 
A  considerable  nundier  of  them 
attend  daily  at  Mr.  Mayor’s 
house.  He  was  about  to  move 
to  a  neighboring,  native  village, 
and  made  an  excursion  SU  miles 
and  established  many  schooU. 
He  writes — “  My  lieurt  is  much 
cheered  with  the  prosp.!ct  of 
usefulness  opening  before  me. 
May  it  please  God  to  cause 
their  desire  after  instruction  to 
continue  and  increase.” 

Juffiia  f  capital  of  the  ilistrict 
of  Jalliia  or  Jatfnapatam — the  in¬ 
habitants  are  chiefiy  of  ^lalium* 
dan  et  traction. 

Mr.  Knight  commenced  his 
labors  here  in  July,  1818,  with 
encouraging  prospects  of  use¬ 
fulness.  In  November,  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Neilore,  a  neigliboring 
parish,and  continued  to  perform 
the  duties  of  a  chaplain  at  Jatfiia. 

The  population  at  Neilore  is 
very  numerous  ;  and  “the  place 
is  one  of  the  strong  holds  of 
idolatry,  and  has  one  of  the  lar¬ 
gest  heathen  temples  in  the 
district,  in  which  it  is  said  there 
are  not  less  tlian  a  thousand  !’? 
His  success  in  a  school  was  en¬ 
couraging.  , 

Calpenlyn  f  about  90  or  100 
miles  from  Jaffna,  and  about  the 
same  distance  from  Coluinlio. 
Mr.  Renjnmin  Ward,  Mission¬ 
ary.  “An  extensive  field  is  here 
opened,  there  beiug  no  other  re¬ 
sident  minister  for  seventy 
miles  along  the  coast,  while  ac¬ 
cess  is  atforded  to  40,000  per¬ 
sons  destitute  of  proper  insti^c- 
tion. 

“The  people  are  chiefly  Ro-

»lvsTRALAsiA  f  embracing 
most  of  the  principal  islands  in 
the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Pan-ainatfa  ;  a  town  in  New 
iiouth  M  ales.  The  Society  be¬ 
gan  an  establishment  liere  in 
1815.  Mr.  (Samuel  Marsden  is 
a  faithful  and  successful  laborer 
in  this  uncultivated  field.  It  is 
a  favorite  object  with  him  to  in¬ 
struct  tlie  natives  in  the  art  of 
agriculture,  and  accustom  them 
to  habits  of  industry,  as  the  best 
method  of  preparing  the  way  to 
romotc  their  spiritual  ^ood. 
le  has  established  a  seminary 
for  the  instruction  of  young  na¬ 
tives  of  New -Zealand,  similar 
in  design  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
lkh<H)l  at  Cornwall. 

This  institution  promises  in¬ 
calculable  utility.  fie  bears 
the  most  honorable  testimony  to 
the  exemplary  conduct  of  his 
pupils,  w  ho  are  young  chiefs,  or 
sons  of  chiefs,  and  who,  it  is 
confidently  believed,  will  do 
much  to  promote  the  benevolent 
4esi  uns  of  tlie  Society. 

JS'mv-ZEALAtio  ;  tu'o  large, 
islands  in  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
kfing  east  of  »\'eu'  South  H  ales. 

The  Society  commenced  an 
i^tablishincnt  here  in  1816,  coii- 
i'isting  of  26  men,  women,  and 
rhitdren.  Mr.  Marsden  occa¬ 
sionally  visits  this  station,  and 
renders  iniportantservice.  Their 
scivools  are 'prosperous.  “While 
the  fine  temper  and  natural  dis¬ 
position  of  the  natives  serve  as 
•  enceuntgumdai  to  labor

for  their  benefit,  the  awful  an^  HI 
cruel  superstitions  wliich  en.  B 
slave  their  minds  plead  earDe>t-  B 
ly  with  Christians' for  emleavnrj  B 
to  rescue  tliem  from  the  tvrannv  B 
of  the  great  enemy  of  niankiiBi.

Ami  there  is  every  enrounije-  B 
ment  to  persevere'.  ‘The  great  B 
enemy,’  writes  one  of  the  set-  B 
tiers,  'has  lost  his  ground  very  R 
much  among  the  poor  dark- 
minded  heathen  around  us.’  A 
gradual  influence,  of  the  most 
beneficial  kind,  is  extending  it. 
self.  Many  natives  attend  pub¬ 
lic  worship ;  and  tl.e  schwU 
ai-e  working  with  effect  on  the 
minds  (d'the  natives.” 

Mr.  Marsden  writes — "Kverr 
thing  has  succeeded  better  than 
the  most-sanguine  hopes  would 
have  w’arranted  us  to  expert,  in 
such  a  new  and  important  nn- 
dertaking.  The  improvement 
of  the  natives  is  not  doubtful, 
but  certain.  The  Society  is  uot 
lalmring  iu  vain.” 

W«8T-1XDIES. 

'file  Society  has  estahlislied 
missionary  stations  at  Barba- 
dues  and  .intigna.  At  the  for¬ 
mer  place  is  a  school -master 
instructing  alxnit  KM)  scholars; 
at  the  latter  are  several  sch»M»ls, 
embracing  about  140t)  scholars. 

From  the  last  re|M)rt  made  to 
the  Society,  it  appears  that  the 
receipts  during  the  year  had 
been  about  R  157,640  ;  and  that 
the  expenditures  exceeded  thi* 
sum  by  several  tliou sand  dollars.

Mi‘»ionary  Societies  lield  Iheir  an¬ 
nual  meetinj's.  In  the  Amherst 
Cabinet  ii  published  the  Report  of 
•  Committee  appointed  by  the  (ie- 
neri!  Association  to  inquire  into 
the  causes  of  the  low  state  of  reli- 
^Mtn  in  tbeir  churches.  We  have 
not  room  for  the  whole,  but  give 
an  estract,  to  which  we  invite  the 
serious  atUntioo  of  all,  esiiecially 
in  those  jdaces  wlu^re  /iion  monrne^ 
“because  few  come  to  her  soleiim 
fea‘U.’’  Let  ministers  and  private 
Christians  awiike  to  the  subject,  be 
much  in  prayer  that  God  would 
unrich  their  own  hearts  with  the 
Spirit  of  grace,  and  that  be  would 
have  inercy  upon  tliose,  who  have 
DO  mercy  upon  tlieimelves. 

Aft»r  noticino;  the  necessity 
of  the  Holy  Spirit's  influence  to 
convert  sinners,  and  preserve 
the  life  and  psw  er  ot  ridij^ion  in 
Christians,  and  that  whatever 
tends  to  quench  the  Spirit,  tends 
equally'  to  produce  a  low  and 
declining  state  of  vital  godli¬ 
ness,  the  Committee  espresa 
their  fearful  apprehensions  that 
"the  ministers  of  Christ  do  not 
preach  and  pray  with  all  that 
feeling,  and  faithfulness,  and 
fervency,’’  which  their  solemn 
responsibility  ouglit  to  inspire  ; 
that  tliey  are  deficient  in  the 
duty  of  “visiting  from  house  to 
house, and  addressing  their  peo¬ 
ple  pn-Honally  on  the  great  con¬ 
cerns  of  eternity.” 

Hicy  think  there  is  much 
cause  to  fear  that  private  Chris¬ 
tians  are  deficient  in  tlie  duties 
of  “self-examination,  secret 
prayer,  anil  devout  meditation 
that  “divine  influences  are  not 
wught  and  cherished  as  they 
should  be,  and  are  consequently 
withheld  the  monthly  concert 
is  neglected ;  family  and  social 


prayer  is  performed  in  a  lan- 
gtiiil  and  heartless  manner  ;  pa- 
;  rental  duty  is  neglected,  and 
hence  the  rising  generation  are 
giow'ing  up  without  hope  and 
,  without  Otvd.  “Another  cause 
of  the  low  state  of  religion,  is  a 
want  of  brotherly  love  and  cliris- 
tian  watchfulness;” — “the  want 
j  of  suitable  attention  to  gosp-el 
I  discipline — and  of  fahlifiilness 
in  Christians  toward  sinners 
around  them.” 

If  the  (.himmittee  had  noticed 
another  ciMise  of  the  low  state 
of  religion,  in  our  view  the  Re¬ 
port  would  have  been  more 
complete,  viz.  the  want  of  ebris- 
I  tian  sympatliy  for  the  millions 
of  jienshing  heathen,  and  a  cor¬ 
responding  action  to  impart  to 
tiiem  the  words  of  eternal  life ; 
for  we  remember  w  bo  hath  said, 
“’rbe  liberal  soul  sball  be  made 
fat ;  and  he  that  watereth,  sball 
be  watered  also  himself.*’ 

If  Christians  would  seek  to 
k'Tiotr  more  of  the  wants  of  the 
heathen  and  the  prosperity  of 
missions  among  them,  they 
w'ould  pray  more,  do  more,  feel 
more,  enjoy  more,  and  they 
might  corljldenUy  expect  more. 

The.  closing  part  of  the  Re* 
port  we  give  entire, 

“Not  to  multiply  particnlars, 
we  would  suggest  the  propriety 
of  this  Association  designating 
a  day  to  be  observed  as  a  day^if 
solemn  humiliation,  fasting  and 
prayer  before  God  ;  and  that  it 
be  recommended  to  the  church¬ 
es  in  our  connexion  to  unite  ia 
seeking  the  out-pouring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  on  the  churches  and 
people  of  this  State  ;  also  that 
these  churches,  on  that  day, 
solemnly  renew  tlveir  covenant 
with  God  and  one  another.  Anil 
we  recommend  that  the  above 
mentioneil  day  be  ♦he""’ last 
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'fhursda^  in  October  next ;  and 
that  if  It  be  iiicouvcnient  for 
anj  churches  to  observe  that 
day,  tliey  fix  on  one  as  near  to 
it  as  convenience  shall  allow. 
We  would  likewise  su^'^est  tlie 
j)ro|(riety  of  recommending  to

E.tirnct  of  a  letter  from  »l/rs. 

Sprnjsne  to  hrr  fjoreutu  in 

Leicester,  JIass.  dated 

“Harmon?  Station, 
Anjr.‘4,  1821. 

“When  we  liad  arrived  with¬ 
in  about  30  miles  of  our  station, 
we  stopped  at  a  place  called 
Vhauteom  K>ttahliskment,  where 
many  of  the  Dsajif's  resort,  as 
he,  (Cha'iteous)  is  an  Indian 
trader.  They  had  been  expect¬ 
ing  us  for  some  time,  and  one 
•f  their  warriors  had  gone  out 
on  the  bank  of  the  river  to  see 
if  we  were  coming.  Some  of 
•ur  family  were  walking  on  the 
shore,  and  met  him.  He  appear- 
o<l  rejoiced  to  see  them,  and 
made  sizns  where  we  must  go. 
They  immediately  invite<l  him 
•n  board  the  boats,  and  intro¬ 
duced  him  to  the  brethren.  Oh, 
oould  those,  who  opposed  me 
most,  have  beheld  these  heathen 
when  tliey  first  .saw  us,  they 
would  say  that  our  influence  was 
much  needed.  It  ivas,  indeed, 
a  pleasant  sight  to  see  their 
head-man  waiting  for  us,  and 
kis  grave  and  solemn,  yet  plea¬ 
sant  look,  left  favorable  impres¬ 
sions  on  tlie  minds  of  us  all. 
Yesterday,  the  above  mentionerl 
man  went  to  the  Great  Osage 
Village  to  inform  them  wc  had 
'arrived.  They  luado  us  presettU 


were  decently  dressed,  their 
countenances  pleasant, and  their 
Isidies  arlorned  with  beads,  riiij? 
and  feathers. 

“Do  not,  my  parents,  think  I 
am  telling  a  flattering  srerv.  | 
trust  the  harvest  is  fully  ripe, 
and  that  Tne  Lord  will  inaVeusr 
of  the  weakest  instrument.-, an'j 
cause  them  to  prosper.  'I'lirouEh 
an  inierpreler,  one  of  the  In- 
diaus  said  he.  should  send  hw 
children  to  school. 

“The  place  on  which  we  ex¬ 
pect  to  locate  ourselves  is 
tloniglit  to  be  15  mile.s  from  the 
village.  t>ur  interpreter,(\V  i|. 
liams)  spent  last  f.<trd’s  da? 
xvith  one  of  the  chiefs,  and  ask¬ 
ed  him,  “why  he  thought  there 
was  80  much  rain  at  this  season.” 
He  answered,  “that  the  Mis¬ 
sionaries  W’err*  coming  up,  and 
they  prayed  to  the  lireat  Spirit 
that  there  might  be  water  for 
them,  to  help  them  up  with  their 
Imats  : — when  Chauteoiis  conies 
up,  he  has  no  water!”  In  this 
respect,  we  have  been  higlilj 
favored.”
